JEFFERSON CITY, May %.—A 
port of an investigation of the manage- 
ment of the Missouri penitentiary by a 
firm of chartered accountants of na- 
tiona! reputation, it was learned today 
by s Post-Dispatch reporter, contains 
startling revelations and decided criti- 
eisms of the system permitted by War- 
éen D. C. McClung. wno is chairman 
ef the Democratic State Committee, and 
of laxity by the Board of Prison In- 
spectors in safeguarding the interests 
of the State. 

The report, prepared by Marwick, 
Mitchell, Peat & Co., has just been 
made to a special committee of the 
House of Representatives, headed by 
Representative Frank H. Farris of 
Rolla, appointed to investigate the finan- 
cial condition of tne Penitentiary an4 
State Departments. Notwithstanding de- 
fermined efforts of members of ths 
committee to keep the report secret for 
the present, its contents were learned 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Statements From Eeport. 

The report contains statements that 
penitentiary records show: 

That delicacies, such as maraschi- 
no cherries, chocolate, olives, dates, 
grape juice and others of like kind 
were taken from the prison to the 
Warden's residence, presumably for 
convict servants. 

That Warden McClung’s son con- 
ducts a private store in. the prison 
commissary building, selling to con- 
victa. , 

That there has been an extraordi- 
narily large use of gasoline in prison 
automobiles. 

That there are irregularities in con- 
tracts for prison supplies, the State 
paying much higher prices for meat 
to Armour & Co. than it would have 
had to pay other packers. 

That there has been discrimination, 
favoring some contractors or prison 
labor over others. 

After Dinner Mints Supplied. 

Particular attention is called in the 
Feport to the system under which War- 
Gen McClung is permitted to take from 
‘the commissary each day supplies va!- 
ued at 50 cents for each of five convict 
servants in his home and to the private 
store of Carl McClung, the Warden's 
gon. 


“An allowance is made to the War- 
Gen,” the report states, “as fixed by 
the Board of Inspectors, of 8 cents per 
Gay, for five prisoners, who act in the 
capacity of servants at his residence.” 

This allowance is taken in the form 
of foodstuffe from the commissary. 
These foodstuffs supplied, however, are 
not such as are usually supplied to 
other prisoners, and include such sup- 
plies as Maraschino cherries, chocolate, 
Olives, salmon, after-dinner mints, oys- 
ters, almonds, walnuts, dates, grape 
fuice, oranges, lemons and other foods 
ef a similar nature. 

“Mr. Carl McClung informs us that 
wuch articles are bought originally for 
the female officers and the hospital, 
but that the servants are supplied on 
requisition by Mrs. McClung. We do 
not comment on the rate allowed, al- 
though it is nearly three times the per 
capita figure for food supplied to other 
prisoners, but we are of the opinion 
that if such an allowance is made it 
should be in cash instead of allowing 
the Warden's wife to requisition from 
her son, who is in charge of the com- 
missary. whatever supplies she may re- 
quire for the convict servants. 

“There is no gtiarantee that the 
Servants get the class of articles 
mentioned abowe, nor is there any 
gverantee that a greater quantity of 
food is not supplied than that shown 
in the commissary books. 

"Tn addition to the allowance to 
the Warden, the Deputy Warden is 
allowed 60 cents per day. earch, for 
two servants. We feel that this alse 
should be pafld in cash.” 

Carl MeClang’s Private Store. 

Concerning Carl McClung’s private 
store, the report says: 

“In the course of our examination 
we were astonished to find that the 
eniploye in charge of the commissary, 
Mr. Carl McClung, was conducting a 

vate store in the commissary 

iding. We cannot find any au- 
thority in the minutes of the meet- 
ings of the Board of Inspectors giv- 
ing this valuable privilege to the 
Warden's son.

POLICE 10 STOP 
GAMBLING AT 
COLUMBIAN CLUB 


Detectives May Be Stationed in 
Clubhouse as Result of Big 
Craps Game. 


IN TURMOIL 


Affidavits Obtained Following 
Charges That Player Used 
Duplicate Dice. 


Plain clothes policemen, with their 
ears to the ground, are listening for the 
rattling of bones and the sibilant coax- 
ing sound of ‘“‘come seven" at the Co- 
lumbian Club, St. Louis’ ieading Jewish 
social organization, following the ex- 
clusive publication in yesterday's Post- 
Dispatch that Morton Moss, a member 
of the club, had been accused of intro- 
ducing duplicate dice into a craps game 
there. 

Capt. Hess of the Newstead Avenue 
District told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was considering the advisability 
of stationing detectives inside the club- 
house, with instructions to make arrests 
if they find gambling. In this respect 
he will treat the club just as other 
‘‘social clubs’’ of more humble char- 
acter often have been treated. It would 
even be in his power to station uni- 
formed policemen at the club to see that 
the law was not violated. 

Police activity is not the only kind 
that has been generated by the tur- 
moil which has resulted from the $ex- 
posures following last Saturday night's 
big craps game at the club. The affi- 
davit mill is working overtime and ver- 
bal and written torpedoes have been 
launched, causing the destruction of 
many friendships of long standing. 

Three Affidavits Obtained. 

Mark Steinberg, vice president of the 
Altheimer & Rawlings Investment Co 
yesterday obtained three affidavits 
which throw additional light on the ex- 
citing events of the craps game which 
followed a stag dinner given in honor 
of a member of the club about to be 
married. 

After Morton Moss, a superintendgnt 
of wiring for the Kinloch Telephon» 
Co., had been accused of using dup. 
cate dice, after he had won a 
amount of money, he fled from the bil- 
liard room and up a stairway to the 
second floor. 

One of the affidavits is that of Gus 
Anhalt, a waiter at the club, who 
swears that on reaching the second floor 
Moss ran into a room, lifted up the cor- 
ner of a rug and put scmething under it. 
A few minutes later, according to the 
affidavit, Moss, apparently greatly ex- 
cited, re-entered the room, again lifted 
the corner of the rug and took from un- 
der it whatever it was he had place} 
there. He then ran irto a bathroom. 
‘Moss says he supplied three pairs of 
dice at the beginning of the game. 
Julian S. Shield, a member of the club, 
has made affidavit that Monday Moss 
told him he had sent down three pairs 
of dice from the second floor of the 
club. J. H. Jackson, a negro bellboy, 
made affidavit that when the game was 
about to start Moss sent him downstairs 
with only cne pair of dice. 

Moss does not deny that he fled to 
the second floor after duplicate dice had 
been found in his pocket by Steinberg 
and after other players in the game had 
asked him to submit to a search, but 
he says he did this merely from physical 
fear and not because he was conscious 
of wrongdoing. Despite Anhalt’s affi- 
davit, Moss declares he did not hide 
anything under a rug. 

Won $8900, It Is Said. 

One of those who participated in the 
craps game told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Moss was a consistent win- 
ner all evening and that his winnings 
amounted to nearly $400 in cash and 
more than $500 in I O U’s Monday he 
called upon all those who had given 
I O U's to him and remitted the debts, 
saying that he did this merely because 
there had been a controversy as to the 
duplicate dice and not because the mon- 
ey had not been fairly won. 

Interesting details are coming to 
light as to just what happened after 
Steinberg felt Moss’ pocket and found 
dice there.

REPLY TOU. S:NOTE 
SAID 10 BE ON WAY 


Answer to Communication Will 
Come in Installments, Cor- 
respondent Says. 


publishes a dispatch from The Hague 
giving reports from Berlin that Ger- 
many’s reply to the American note will 
be presented tomorrow. 

“It will be of a temporizing character,” 
the dispatch continues, ‘‘and will ask the 
United States to either affirm or deny 
that the Lusitania carried ammunition 
destined for the allies.” 


NEW YORK, May 28.—A special 
cable to the New York Times from 
Berlin, under date of May 26, says: 
“Germany's answer to the American 
note, which was sent from Washing- 
ton May 13 and handed to the For- 
eign Office here May 15,¢is going te 
be a serial affair. The first install- 
ment is going forward Friday, pre- 
ceded by verbal expressions of 
friendship and good will to Ambassa- 
dor Gerard tomorrow. 

“T learn that the preliminary note 
will not contain Germany’s definite 
answer, but will be exclusively a 
statement of all the facts in the sev- 
eral cases involved as the Germans 
see them, with a courteous request 
to the American Government to con- 
firm their accuracy in order to reach 
a full agreement on the basic facts, 
which, In the Lusitania case, probably 
will include the important point, al- 
leged by Germany, that she was an 
auxiliary cruiser and that her cargo 
included arms and ammunition; pos- 
sibly also that the Lusitania was 
armed. 

A high official of the Foreign Of- 
fice told me the idea was first to get 
all the facts straight so as to avoid 
the possibility of Germany and 
America engaging in discussions in 
which they might base their cases on 
facts which were at variance—in 
other words, to get together on a 
sound working basis. 

“Germany’s full and definite an- 
swer will follow promptly on receipt 
of advices that the American Gov- 
ernment finds the facts as stated by 
Germany to be correct. 

“IT understand from aie well-in- 
formed source that the Kalieer, de- 
spite the Italian war and multitudin- 
ous other troubles, has been taking a 
keen and active personal interest in 
the answer to the Americar note, 
which has been the subject of several 
conferences between the Kalser and 
leading statesmen.”

Germany Makes No Deciaration. 

Some comment has been evoked in 
high circles here by the nonappearance 
of the expected German declaration of 
war against Italy. It was believed tnis 
would follow immediately the breaking 


of diplomatic relations, although Baron 
von Hindenburg, counsellor of the Ger- 
man embassy said before departing that 
diplomatic relations had been broken; 
that Germany had proclaimed her soli- 
darity with Austria, and that therefore 
a deciaration of war was superfluous. 
Turkey also has made no apparent 
move toward war. The Turkish AmbDas- 
sador still placidly réams the streets of

CONSTANTINOPLE, via Berlin and 
Amsterdam, May %.—The British bat- 
tleship Majestic, which was torpedoed 
by a German submarine off Saddu! Bahr 
at the southern point of Gallipoli Pe- 
ninsula, yesterday morning, sank in 18 
minutes, according to a statement is- 
sued by the War Office today. Only one 
torpedo was fired by the submarine. 
This struck the Majestic in the stern, 
tearing a great hole in her hull. The 
loss of life is believed to have been 
heavy. The submarine, the same boat 
that sank the British battleship Tri- 
umph Tuesday, has again returned to 
ite base. 

LONDON, May 3.—The British battie- 
ship Majestic, which was torpedoed 
and sunk tn the Dardanelles yesterday 
by a German submarine, is the sixth 
battleship lost by the allies since the 
beginning of the operations in the Dar- 
danelies and the second British battle- 
ship sunk there this week.

WHEN IRENE WAS 
BLOWN TO PIECES 


LONDON, May 2%.—The steamer Prin- 
cess Irene, a mine-laying ship, which 
was built last year for the Canadian 


Pacific British Columbia coast service 
and which was taken over by the Ad- 
miralty at the commencement of the 
war, was destroyed accidentally by an 
explosion yesterday morning while at 
anchor at Sheerness, where she was un- 
‘dergoing repairs. All her crew, num- 
bering about 250, except one seaman, 
and besides 78 dockyard workmen who 
were aboard at the time, lost their 
lives. 

Tella How Irene Was Destroyed. 

« No trace has been found of a harbor 
steam launch which was moored 
alongside the Princess Irene, or its 
crew of five men since the explosion 
which destroyed the big steamer, and

One possible survivor of the explosion 
is in a hospital suffering from shock.

Austrians Reported to Have Reached 
Railroad Past of Preemysl. 
LONDON, May 2.—The fortress of 


Przemysl is once more threatened with 
investment. Just as the Russians, after 
surrounding Przemysl] ani starving out 
its Austrian garrison forced the sur- 
render of the fortress on the 22d of last 
March, so Austo-German troops, who 
have driven a wedge through Central 
Galicia, are now attempting a double 
flenking movement and with growing 
intensity of attack are seeking to en- 
circle Przemysl from the north and 
southeast. According to Vienna reports 
Austrian forces have reached the rail- 
road between Przemysl and Lemberg, 
13 miles east of the fortress. Reports 
that the railroad line has been severed 
are without confirmation. 

There is little change on the western 
battle front, though despcrate fighting 
is in progress at points. The French 
war office today says: 

“At Ablain-St. Nataire our troops 
yesterday followed up their offensive 
movement.

CAPTAIN OF NEBRASKAN 
DESCRIBES EXPLOSION 


Force of Blast Wrecked Forecastle and Cabin, 
Broke Holes in the Deck and Brought Down 
Booms— Asserts He Saw No Submarines. 


LIVERPOOL, May 28.—The American 
steamship Nebraskan, which was dam- 
aged off the Irish coast Tuesday even- 
ing, arrived at the Canada docks here 
last night at 10:30 o’clock, with her head 
down in the water. She had her name 
painted in big white letters on each side 
as well as forward and aft. United 
States Consul Washington at Liverpoo!, 
together with several representatives of 
the American embassy, went on a tend- 
er to meet her at the bar. 


Capt. J. 8S. Greene said to a corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch: 

“All I have to say is that we were 
struck by something, 48 miles west of 
Fastnet at 8:25 p. m., on Tuesday. The 
sea was srmooth and it was a clear, 
moonlight evening. The ship was going 
about 12 knots. I was in my cabin read- 
ing at the time. The third officer was 
on the bridge. 


“At 8:2 we felt a violent shock and 
after a perceptible explosion there came 
a terrific explosion. It was discovered 
that a large hole, ® feet square, had 
been made on the starboard side of the 
ship below the water line. 


“The force of the explosion lifted the 
forward mast, brought down the booma, 
lifted several heavy steel hatch girders, 
throwing them overboard, wrecked the 
forecastie and cabin, besides breaking 
several holes in the deck. A boatswain 
who was in one of the cabins was in- 
jured in the head and limbs while two 
quartermasters were slightly hurt. All 
three are now recovered. 


“The ship oegan to rill with water and 
in a few minutes the lower hold was 
full, the ship settling down about 12 
feet at the head. I ordered the boats 
to be lowered and all # of us left the 
ship. , 

Crew of 40 Leaves Ship. ee 


“Prior to this, I had sent out a wire- 
less message for help. We had been in 
the boats about en hour when we saw 
the ship was not sinking. We returned 
to her, finding, fortunately, that the 
forward bulkhead had resisted the pres- 
sure of the water, or else the ship would 
have gone down. 


“We got her under steam again and 
about 1 o'clock Wednesday morning, 
two Admiralty vessels arrived in re- 
sponse to our call fur help. Up til! 
then, we had not seen a craft of any 
kind. None of the officers or crew saw 
anything of a submarine but the chief 
engineer said he thought he saw some- 
thing like the wake of a torpedo ap- 
proaching the ship on the starboard sido 
but he is not clear about it.” 


Capt. was careful not to ex- 
press definite opinion in favor of 
the @ubmarine theory as against the 
mihs theory, but he said it was unlikely 
that a » would do so much interna! 
mes the Nebraskan undoubtedly 

“A submarine could not have failed to 
see our name and nationality which 
was painted in huge ietters on our 


sides,"’ sald Capt. Greene. 
The members of the crew of the Ne- 


braskan were agreed that the explosion 
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undoubtedly was caused by a torpedo. 
The forward part of the ship is 
wrecked. The vessel will go into dry 
dock for repairs and examination. 
At the time of the explosion she had 
no cargo on board, and therefore was 
riding high in the water. 


Vessel Badly Damaged. 

The damage to the vessel’s upper 
structure is so severe it is evident the 
shock the ship suffered must have been 
terrific. Great derricks were torn up 
and flung across the deck, smashing 
the rail on one side. Strong steel gir- 
ders forming part of a hatch were 
blown out and some went overboard. In 
the deck flooring near the hatch two 
large holes were made, revealing the 
naked steel girders, two of which were 
cut through clearly. 


DAMAGED SHIP 
TO BE EXAMINED 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Government 
officials today awaited with keen inter- 
est the affidavit of Capt. J. 8. Greene 
ef the American steamship Nebraskan, 
regarding the explosion that damaged 
his ship off the coast of Ireland Tues- 
day night. y 

Ambassador Page at London had ca- 
bled that the Captain's sworn statement 
concerning the incident had been given 
to Lieut. Powers, naval attache of the 
embassy at Liverpool, and that it would 
be forwarded at once. 

Officials here express the belief that 
Capt. Greene's affidavit may not be 
more definite than a previous report by 
him which said that his ship either 
struck a mine or was hit by a torpedo. 

In unofficial advices received here the 
Captain, who arrived with his ship at 
Liverpool last night, is quoted as saying 
that although he saw no submarine, he 
was certain that the ship was torpedoed. 
Officials have been unable as yet to de- 
termine from advices received up to 
date how the Nebraskan was damaged.

NORMAL AT VALLEY PARK 


Reports From Fenton Show Serious 
Damage Done in Southern Part 
of St. Louis County.

AT THE ITALIAN FRONTIER, 
Frieuli, Wednesday, May 28.—Itallan 
gunners Wednesday brought down 4n 
Austrian aeroplane in the first con- 
test of the Italian campaign between 
flying machines and anti-aircraft 
guns. . 

An aeroplane, rising from behind 
the Austrian lines, darted over the 
rocky ground in front of the Italian 
positions. A field battery opened fire 
as it came within range. The first 
shot missed. The second struck fair- 
ly, causing flames to ourst from the 
motor. The aeroplane plunged down- 
ward and splintered on the rocks. 

This was one of the incidents at- 
tending the opening of the Austro- 
Italian campaign as witnessed by a 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press. 

Along this part of the front, where 
the Italians are advancing in the di- 
rection of Trieste, there were stir- 
ring scenes, although as yet there 
has ben little heavy fightitig. .The 
correspondent was permitted to g0 
close enough to the front to obtain a 
panoramic view of the section of the 
fighting line. 

People Watch Spectacle. 

Visits to Santandrat, Palmanova and 
other towns near the border furnished 
a good idea of the conditions under 
which the Italian invasion of Austria is 
being carried on. At Palmanova it was 
possible to obtain a bird's-eye view of 
the surrounding country, which falls 
away from that point. The people of 
the village were watching the spectacle 
of cavalry charges and artillery action 
over the nearby front. It is a pic- 
turesque region of green hills and quaint 
villages, among which wind dusty, 
white roads. 

When the order was given earlier in 
the week for the advance across the 
border, the tlalian troops were in readi- 
ness for the move. The command came 
at 2:30 o’clock in the morning and half 
an hour later the soldters were on the 
march. The infantry proceeded in long 
files, headed by sharpshooters. From 
converging roads came artillery car- 
riages, motor trucks and detachments 
of cavalry. 

The first shot of the war was fired by 
a frontier guard at Bellaqua who, hav- 
ing seen in the semi-darkness a shadowy 
figure approaching, shot dead an Aus- 
trian soldier who was attemtping to fire 
a mine. With the sunrise, artillery fire 
opened from the direction of Cividale. 
Italian troops everywhere sprang to the 
attack, fording the Idria, swarming 
across bridges and climbing the hills 
beyond. 

From time to time tremendous ex- 


plosions were heard above the roar of 
artillery. They marked the firing of 
mines, by means of which the Austrians 
were blowing up thcir bridges as they 
fell back. 

Little Effort to Check Italians, 

The Austrians made little attempt to 
check the Italians’ advance, although 
elaborate preparations had been made 
along the border. Railway lines were 
obstructed by heavy beams, laid across 
the track and fastened down with 
chains. .The roads were blocked with 
trenches, trees and wire entanglements. 

Brazzano is the first village on Aus- 
trian soil in which the Italian flag was 
flown. It was run up on the belfry of 
the village church. 

At San Giovanni, Mazano, the corre- 
spondent saw the first of the Italian 
wounded, and also the first Austrian 
prisoner captured, a member of the 
landsturm from Friuli. As he Was 
brought tnto the Italian lines he kept 
repeating, “I am an Italian.’’ 

Along this section of the front there 
were signs of war. Roads were filled 
with long lines of transports and Red 
Cross automobiles. Everywhere bat- 
talions of soldiers were to be seen, hel4 
back as yet from the fighting line. 
Picking their way through the crowded 
roads were ox carts, in which were 
women and children with their house- 
hold goods. Behiad them walked tho 
men, fleeing from the battle-swept re- 


4 gion.

Gov. Whitman Says That Condemned 
Man Could “Tell a Lot.” 


CHICAGO, May 28.—When asked about 
the possibility of a commutation of the 
sentence of former police Lieutenant 
Charles Becker, awaiting electrocution 
for alleged participation in the plot to 


murder the gambler Herman Rosenthal, 
Gov. Whitman of New York, here yes- 
terday on his way to San Francisco. 
said: 

“I know that Becker can tell a lot. 
There is no doubt about that. I will be 
back in New York on June 18. Becker's 
execution is deferred until July 12. Be- 
tween those two dates such matters 
could be considered. I merely express 
the opinion that Becker can tell much 
that he has not told thus far."’ 


Four Passengers and Crew Sayed 
After Attack Off the 
Scilly Isles. 


LONDON, May ?8.—The British steam- 
er Cadeby has been sunk off the Scilly 
Islands by gun fire from a German sub- 
marine. All those on board the vessel, 
includjng four passengers, wers saved. 

After firing a shot to halt the Cadeby, 
the submarine ceased firing, while the 


crew and passengers took to the boats 
She then opened fire again. It required 
30 shots to sink the vessel. 

The steamer Cadeby was of 677 net 
tens register and 225 feet long. 

The members of the crew of the 
British steamer Morwenna, torpedoed 
and sunk Wednesday not far from the 
Ola Head of Kinsale, say that after the 
vessel was torpedved they lowered their 
beats, one of which had not entirely been 
freed from its tackle when a shell from 
the submarine blew off the head of one 
of its occupants and wounded three 
other men. 

The skipper of the Belgian trawler 
Jaqueline, which picked uo the crew of 
the Morwenna, says that when he saw 
the submarine attack the Morwenna he 
started the Jaqueline full steam ahead, 
intending to ram the submarine. The 
underwater boat, however, evaded the 
trawler and fired many shells at her, 
but all of them missed their mark. 

The submarine menace is a growing 
one, both in the Aegean Sea and home 
waters, and these vessels promise to 
take an active part in the operations in 
the narrow waters of the Adriatic, 
where, as in the Aegean, numerous 
islands afford good shelter. 

While the warships are able to es- 
cape them in the waters around the 
British Isles, with the increase in their 
numbers, the carrying on of sea-borne 
trade becomes more and more hagard- 
ous. 3 

Only a few days ago the commander 
of a submarine informed a Danish cap- 
tain that he had no orders to sink 
Danish vessels. However, the sinking 
of the Danish steamer Betty was re- 
ported yesterday.

Patrolman Hurt was rebuked yes- 
terday by Judge Clark, in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, for having 
wounded Oliver Rowland of 2288 Keo- 
kuk street in arresting him March 
18. Judge Clark said the policeman 
should be transferred by the board. 
He dismissed a charge of disturbing 
the peace and resisting arrest against 
Roland. 

Says He Drank Whisky. 

Martin Dames said he met the others 
at Broadway and Victor street, about $8 
o'clock, and spent most of the night 
wandering about and drinking whisky 
with them. When they got to Riverside 
Park, he said, he was drunk, and he 
only remembers that, when a policeman 
approached, one of the others handed 
him a revolver and lifted him to the 
window of the saloon. 

The policeman says he first saw a man 
climbing in at the saloon window, and 
that the man, seeing him, ran. Then, he 
says, a youth appeared at the window, 
with a revolver, and called to him to 
throw up his hands. As Hurt reached 
for his revolver, he says, the man fired.

“The question as to whether a pri- 

vate individual should be allewed to 
conduct a store inside the walls of 
the penitentiary does not concern us, 
»Dbut if this condition has your ap- 
oval and is continued, then we feel 
wiat unwarranted temptation is given 
to the official in charge of the store- 
house of the prison, allowing him to 
conduct a private store in the com- 
missary building with all opportuni. 
ties to appropriate prison supplies. 
This is a matter which deserves your 
serious consideration.” 
Use of Automobile Gasoline. 

The use of gasoline by the prison 

‘was found by the examiners to be 
unwarrantably large. After explain- 
ing that the prison has only two au- 
tomobiles and one automobile truck, 
the report states that, in the last 
half of 1914, 155 working days, the 
prison used 3825% gallons of gaso- 
line or 24.67 gallons per dar. 

“Assuming that seven miles was 
obtained from each gallon,” the re- 
port says, “the two automobiles and 
the truck ran an average of 172.69 
miles every working day. or an aver- 
age of 57.56 miles each per day. 

“Ag we are not aWare of the necessity 
for the automobiles covering this mile- 
age every day, we place the matter 
before you for further consideration.” 

In arriving at these conclusions, the 
accountants did not include small quan- 
titles of gasoline shown by the books 
to have been sold to some State of- 
ficiala. 

Report og Commissary. 

The report states that for the two- 
year period ending Dec. 31, 1914, covered 
by the report, foodstuffs in the commis- 
sary, valued at $8061.92, were unaccount- 
ed for. The report says: 

“Our examination of the records of 
this department was not satisfactory, 
owing to the lack of data. The condi- 
tion of affairs existing during the early 
part of the period under review was 
chactic in so far that it was quite im- 
possible for this department te keep 
track of the prison supplies. 

“Tie erizon authorities were aware 

the condition and were also familiar 
ith the methods of keeping account

This. ‘“‘deficiency,’’ tbe report says, 
might be accounted for “in one or all’ 
of the following ways: 

1. Inventory of foodstuffs, Dec. 31, 1912 
overstated. 

2. Inventory of foodstuffs, Dec. 31, 1914, 
understated. 

3. Value of foodstuffs issued under- 
stated. 

4. Goods misappropriated. 


Prices Paid for Meat. 

The report shows in careful detail 
how in the fiscal year ending Sept. 5, 
1914, the State paid much higher prices 
for meat used at the penitentiary than 
it need have paid. 

The meat contract was obtained by 
Armour & Co., although the report does 
not mention the fact. Armour’s repre- 
sentative in dealing with the State is 
Col. Phil Mullen of Kansas City, a nem- 
ber of Gov. + plas personal military 
staff. 

The report states «hat the minutes of 
the Board of Prison Inspectors . state 
that “Armour &.Co. were the cheapest 
and best bidders.” The report continues: 
“Our examination does not bear out the 
statement in every respect.”’ 

It then gives the following as the bids 
of various packers: Beef, cows and heif- 
rs, 40 pounds and up, equal proportion 
fore and hind quarters, Armour, .©® per 
pouné; Sulzberger & Sons, .0606. Carcass 
beef, two fores to one hind, Armour, 
0910; Cudahy, .006; Sulzberger, .0872. 
Carcass beef steers, equal fores and 
hinds, Armour, .1070: Cudahy, .1068; Sulz- 
berger, _ .1016. Carcass beef steers, two 
fores to one hind, Armour, .10%: Cud- 
ahy, .106; Sulzberger, .0082. 

Pork shoulder, Armour underbid by 
Cudahy. .008 per pound. | 

Bologna. Armour, .0635; Swift, .0925: 
Cudahy, .0896.

“For the year ending September, 1915, 
the report says, Armour was generally 
the lowest bidder, adding: 

“It is possible that the other com- 
panies did not cut their prices in making 
bids of this latter period, owing to the 
manner in which their previous efforts 
were received.”’ 

The report states that for the year 
ending April 3, 1918, Armour’s bids were 
as low as any, but for the 1914 period 
Armour increased its bids by a much 
highér percentage than the other com- 
panies. 

“By the process stated above,” says 
the report, “the Warden or the Board 
of Inspectors have been responsible for 
the State paying a considerable sum 
for feeding prisoners in excess of what 
it need have done.”’ 

Finds Lack eof Contracts. 
The report finds serious fault with the 
lack of safeguards in the spending of 
$%4,277.% in construction of a new cell 
Lulilding. It says there are no records 
indicating that any check was kept to 
determine the materials received were 
according to contract, and that, not- 
withstanding a contract with the Allee- 
Jordan Lumber Co., Jefferson City, re- 
quired that company to pay the fees for 
inspecting and testing the cement used, 
the fees were paid by the State. 

The report also finds serious fault 
with the failure to make contracts 
for large purchases of materials. Al- 
though there was a cement contract 
with the Allee-Jordan Co., there was 
no lumber contract, yet for the same 
building the State paid that company 
more than $5000, or within $800 of the 
amount it paid for cement. 

It was also found. plumbing sup- 
plies were being purchased from the 
Rumeey Manufacturing Co. of St. 
Louis without a contract. 

In December, 1914, that company 
was paid $1836.30. The examiners 
found a bid from the Rumsey com- 
Pany to supply plumbing for $17,955. 
“We could find no record,” the re- 
port says, “that tenders for bids were 
advertised as required by law.” They 
said they could find no rejected, bids 
on the plumbing. 

Tt wan found that. the prison did 
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.1084; Mor- 
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pany by the previous administration 
in two years. 

The report states this company. the 
Goddard Grocery Co., has ‘‘almost a 
complete monopoly’”’ of the saies of gro- 
cries to the prison. 

The manager of this company con- 
the last Democratic 
campaign fund, according to the re- 
perts of A. M. Dockery, Treasurer of 
the State Committee. 

After stating that, before the present 
administration took charge, groceries 
were bought on monthly bids, the re- 
port says:

Charge of Discrimination. 
There is a direct charge in the re- 
port that there has been discrimination 
between contractors of prison labor and 

of* favoritism being shown some. 
It‘is shown that contractors contract 


‘for a certain minimum number of men, 


agreeing to pay for that number, even 
if they do not actually use that many. 

The practice has been to charge only 
for the men actually used, the report 
says, thus depriving the State of much 
revenue to which it was entitled under 
the contract. The report states that, 
although the Oberman Manufacturing 
Co. contracted for 160 men, it at one 
time employed as few as 6, paying for 
only that. number, but that when the 
Star Clothing Co. fell below its min- 
imum under its contract, it was required 
to pay for the number contracted for. 

The Economy Stay Co. was charged 
only 50 cents per day per man, though 
other companies were charged 75 cents, 
it is stated. It is explained, however, 
that this company was employing partly 
disabled convicts. 

It was shown by the report that the 
Ruwart Saddlery Co., in three months, 
in 1914, was permitted:a deduction of 
1870 days from its account, equal, at 75 
cents a day, to $1627.50. The repert says 
the chief clerk of the prison “‘could not 
give any particular reason why this 
should have been allowed.”’ 


Serious fault is found in the report to 
a system of borrowing money at 8 per 
cent from banks to pay expenses of the 
prison. In November, 1913, $26,000 was 
borrowed frem the National Bank of 
Commerce, and in April, 1914, $60,000 was 
borrowed from the same bank. 

The examiners also found a note of 
$2294.43, due the Central Missouri Trust 
Co.. of which Sam B. Cook, an active 
Democratic politician, is president. 

The report states that Dec. 31, 1914, 
there was a deficiency from operations 
of $150,521.46, and that, instead of asking 
the Legislature to appropriate this 
amount of money, the prison authorities 
asked for only $127,272.%, to pay defic- 
iencies. 

“The result of this underestimate in 
the request for a deficiency appropria- 
tion,”’ says the report, “‘will mean that 
about October or November, 1915, when 
the cash funds are ‘ow, a loan will be 
required to be made at probably § per 
cent interest The amount underesti- 
mated for the deficiency appropriation is 
$33,248.76, which at $8 per cent for say 
15 months, is $3224.80. 


“We cannot comment too strongly 
on such a condition as the State re- 
quiring to pay large sums for interest 
resufting from the negligence of its 
employes. It is a question whether 
the Wardens or Board of Inapectors, 
who are respensible, should not be 
held personally Mabie.” 

The report finds irregularities in 
the handling of a fund of approex!i- 
mately $8000 deposited in the prison 
office by convicts. It is shown that 
large sums frequently are borrowed 
from the fund to pay prison expenses. 
There was a deficiency of $6.70 in the 
fund, it is stated, but that was repaid 
while the examination was in prog- 
ress. 

System Considered “Irregular.” 

“We consider the system of using 
the deposits by prisoners to be very 
irregular,” says the report. “Tt would 
be very easy to misapprepriate part 
of the cash and manipulg@ge the dook 
entries so thet detectica would be 
very difficult.” 

As an example of the system in the 
office of the prison, the report states 
that $424.81 was paid to a

IS LOSING $2670 A 
DAY, LAWYER SAYS 


Gross Earnings Have Decreased 
84 Per Cent, Morton Jourdon 
Tells Equalization Board. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 

: Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 28.—Morton 
Jourdan, who presents the annual plea 
of the United Railways Co. to the State 
Board of: Equalization for a reduction 
in its assessment, told the Doard today 
that the gross earnings of the company 
had fallen off 8% per cent during the 
last year, and that the company has 


been losing money at the rate of $2675 a 
day. 

When asked by a member of the board 
if the jitneys were responsible for the 
reduction in his company’s business, he 
said: ‘There certainly are lots of them 
in operation.”’ 

Jourdan attacked the exposure by the 
Post-Dispatch of the vast difference in 
the estimated valuation of the United 
Railways property submitted to the as- 
sessing board for taxation purposes, and 
the valuation submitted to the Public 
Service Commission on which they asked 
to issue bonds. 

The Post-Dispatch published the state- 
ment of the company, signed by its 
treasurer, to the Public Service Com- 
mission, in which the “property and 
plant” is valued at $101,621,491.45, and 
showed that estimate was 14 times as 
great as the statement made under oath 
by the same official to the Board of 
Equalization, in which he made affi- 
davit that the “actual cash value’’ of 
the property was $7,257,644.69. 

Jourdan pointed out that the market 
value of the company’s bonds had de- 
creased from $74 to $70, and that the 


market quotations of its common stock 


had dwindled from $20 to $12.50.

US. FLEET CALLED 
“BLIND GIANT” BY 
EXPERTS OF NAVY 


Scout Cruisers Are Its ‘“‘Eyes”’ 
and More Are Imperatively 
Needed, They Say. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 

reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 

war game, which has been concluded off 


the Atlantic coast, has .satisfied naval 
experts on two points: 

1. That the Atlantic fleet should be 
augmented without delay by a line of 
light scout cruisers and at least four 
battle cruisers. The United States has 
no battle cruisers; Japan has four. 

2. That there is apparently something 
radically wrong with the small flotilla of 
submarines. On this point even Secre- 
tary Daniels today agreed and has or- 
dered an investigation to ascertain the 
cause of the frequent breakdown of the 
diving craft. 

Officers of the Navy Department are 
unanimous in the opinion that the At- 
lantic fleet is seriously handicapped by 
the lack of scouts. These light cruisers 
would be imperatively needed if the 
fieet should ever be called upon for ac- 
tive service, and apparently proved 
the allegation by showing the ease with 
which Admiral Beatty’s scout cruisers 
found Admiral] Fietcher’s dreadnoughits 
in the maneuvers and thereby made it 
possible to elude them and make a 
landing on Chesapeake Bay. 

“Great Bling Giant.” 

The Atiantic fleet is all right, so far 
as it goes, but it is like a great blind 
giant, in the view of officials. The 
fieet is powerful, but it has no eyes. It 
needs scouts to act as eyes. Until it 
has such eyes it ‘will net be able to lo- 
cate an enemy. 

The class of scouts approved by the 
Navy General Board, of which Admiral 


naval 


Dewey is chief, are of 4000 tons, with a 
speed of 32 knots and a few guns heavy 
enough to protect themselves from light 
craft of all sorts. In the American 
merchant marine there are no vessels of 
the requisite speed and therefore it 
would be impossible for the Navy De- 
partment to make up the scout short- 
age from merchant vessels if war were 
declared within a year. 

The second great requirement is at 
least one division of speedy battle cruis- 
ers, according to naval officers. The 
General Board will urge Congress to be- 
gin the construction of several vessels 
of these classes next year. - 

Officers insisted today that if “poli- 
tics”’ can be rooted out of the Navy De- 
partment it will be possible to save sev- 
eral millions annually which could be 
used in the upkeep of the vessels. 

Daniels on Submarines. 

Here is the statement in part made 
by Secretary Daniels, in which he ad- 
mitted for the first time that the sub- 
marines are not in a satisfactory con- 
dition: 

\"Every effort of the department will 
be. directed to improving the records 
made by the submarine durtng the re- 
cent maneuvers.

those in authority /for high crimes 
against civilization and humanity. 

Under the old law of war reprisal, 
whenever one belligerent was guilty of 
unlawful or inhuman practices against 
the other, the offended state undertook 
acts of like’ cruelty against such sub- 
jects of the former as it could find, usu- 
ally innocent persons. As such reprisals 
provoke counter reprisals, they became 
“a mere crescendo of barbarity. 

This subject was brought prominent- 
ly to the frent when the German stb- 
marines entered upon their program of 
destroying merchant vessels without 
warning and thereby causing the death 
of innocent civilians. contrary to the 
laws of humanity and war. It was #e- 
riously suggested in England that sucn 
captured crews be tried as war crimi- 
nals and be denied the rights of pris- 
oners of war, as a reprisal. However, 
no such step has been taken, and the 
captives are accorded the status of pris- 
oners of war, with closer restrictions 
upon their liberty. The view acquiesced 
in was that these prisoners were act- 
ing under orders and therefore the re- 
sponsibility was upon those who gave 
the instructions rather than upon those 
bound to obey. 


Doctrine Given Form. 

The doctrine of personal responsibility 
was given some form this month at a 
public meeting in London following the 
Lusitania’s destruction, at which Lord 
Charles Ber esford@presented the follow- 
ing resolution: 

This meeting calls upon the Brit- 
ish Government to publicly proclaim 
the personal responsibility of the Ger- 
man Emperor and others in authority 
in Germany for any Outrage perpe- 
trated by German officers and agents 
during the presént war. 

Lord Beresford, speaking upon 
resolution, said: 

“At the end of the war those responsi- 
ble will be got hold of and I hope every 
one of them, no matter how located and 
powerful their positidh, will be hung up 
on the scene of their barbarities.’’ 

Lord Robert Cecil and L. J. Mexsl, the 
latter an eminent publicist, also spoke 
upon the resolution and cc ncurred in its 
adoption. The former, in seconding the 
resolution, said: 

‘Unless we are to abandon the at- 
tempt to bring some civilization into 
War, we must see to it that the individ- 
vals who are responsible for these har- 
rors pay the penalty in tleir own per- 
sons. 

“Let us bind ourselves to compel what- 
ever Government might be in power to 
enforce this at any rate as one of the 
conditions of any peace we make.” 

Significant Protest Follows. 

lt is significant that very soon after 
this meeting, the British, French and 
Russian Governments sent a joint vote 
to Constantinople, through the Ameri- 
can Ambassador upon the Armenian 
massacres at Erzerum, Dertshan, 
Monsh, Zeitum and elsewhere in Cilicia, 
which said: 


‘In the face of thess fresh crimes com- 
mitted by Turkey, the allied govern- 
ments announce publicly to the Sublime 
Porte that they will hold all members 
of the Government, as well as such of 
their agents as are implicated, person- 
ally responsible for such massacres.’’ 


Two days later, on Yast Tuesday, news- 
paper reports stated that Turkish au- 
thorities had sent British and French 
subjects to the Dardanelles to be placed 
upon Turkish fortifications as a meas- 
ure for stopping the bombardment by 
the allies. According to reports, Am. 
bassador Hofenthatt' conveyed the En- 
ver Bey a new British threat to hold 
him personally responsible, with the re- 
sult that the 50 men were returned un- 
harmed to Constantinople. 


Personal responsibility for high inter- 
national crimes was enforced by the 
powers in China in 1900. A condition 
precedent to the withdrawal of the joint 
expeditionary army was that China 
agree to punish many of her high func- 
tionaries, including somé of the royal! 
family, for instigating the Boxer up- 
rising and violating the sancitity of |e- 
gation. Germany urged that the defi- 
nite penalty of death be insisted upon 
for a half-dozen or more high officials 
but the opposition of the United States 
caused the g@limination of any stated 
penalty. Several, were executed, how- 
ever, and others Committe! suicide: 


Doctrine Has Merit, 

The salutary influence of a doctrine of 
personal responsibility for official crimes 
against humanity is dependent upon the 
ability of those proclaiming it to carry 
it out, but with the civilized world con- 
curring in the principle, it would not in 
any event be wholly ineffective. 

It certainly has the merit of prevent- 
ing the suffering of the innocent for 
the guilty, even if the guilty should go 
unwhipped of justice.

There is an analogy in the crime of 
piracy, in which those guilty are held 
technically to be enemies of the human 
race, whom every state is at liberty to 
seize and after trial execute for an of.

considered other than common offenses 
against the world at large.

The Rev. Edmund J. Kulp, pastor of 
the Maple Avenue M. E. Church out- 
lined today in detail to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the result of two days’ per- 
sonal investigation at Flat River, Mo., 
which led him to denounce social anJ 
civic conditions there as un-American. 

In amplifying his report on Flat Riv- 
er, which he made Wednesday at the 
annual meeting of the district confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church, Dr. Kulp 
stated that a morning newspaper's re- 
port of his statements, quoting him as 
saying the Flat River section should 
not have the further support of his 
church, were untrue. Quite to the con- 
trary, Dr. Kulp said, he had declared 
Flat River is the very place where the 
uplifting influences of churches are cer- 
tainly needed. 

The majority of Flat River resi- 
dents are American born, Dr. Kulp 
explained, but they are living under 
un-American conditions. He under- 
stands the lead smelting section there 
is controlled by the Guggenheim in- 
terests, and that the smelting com- 
panies do not sell the land, but only 
lease or rent it. 

Why It Is Not Incorporated. 

As a consequence the smal! section 
known as Flat River, which has more 
than 5000 inhabitants, is not incor- 
porated as a city because the Mis- 
souri law requires that persons seek- 
ing to incorporate a town must be 
landowners. 

“I visited Flat River in January for 
my Woman’s Home Missionary Society, 
and I saw the result of non-incorpora- 
tion,’ he added. “Not being a city, 
they have no paved streets. Roads 
which might be called paths serve for 
that purpose. 

“Not having self-government, 
have no sewerage disposal, 
plant, no light company, 
health. Pigs and cows 
through the street.’’ 

Dr. Kulp was told of an instance 
where a pig died in a running stream 
and the carcass remained there until 
it had decomposed.

“Many of the residents got. their 
water from one of the smelting plants,’’ 
he said.

Water had to be carried back 
and forth from the few other wells. 
There was one large well on the Meth- 
odist Church grounds from which they 


carried water—but this went dry: so 
ine strike soon ended.”’ 

Walter Il. Hensley, Congressman 
from the Thirteenth District, in a 


written statement he prepared in re- 
ply to Dr. Kulp’s criticism, limited 
himself to a statement of the reli- 
gious condition in the varioug lead 
belt communities and pointed out that 
Flat River has five churches, with an 
approximate total membership of 
1335. He did not touch upon the civie 
conditions, the lack of sewerage, 
lights, paved streets or health regu- 
lations.

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WRETCHEDNESS IN THE LEAD BELT. 

Conditions resembling those in the Colorado 
mining district controlled by Mr. Rockefeller, to 
which national attention has been directed, are de- 
scribed as existing in the St. Francois County 
lead district by the Rev. B®. J. Kulp of the Maple 
Avenue M. E. Church, 8t. Louis. 

His charges are based on personal investigations 
in the Southeastern Missouri lead belt and are con- 
firmed by Dr. Crissman, district superintendent. 
They show that within 70 miles of St. Louis large 
numbers of people lack facilities of civilized liv- 
ing, of which even tlfe poorest and humblest 
should not be deprived. 

Centers of population in which several thousand 
persons reside are denied incorporation because 
the mining companies own all the land. Concerted 
community action being handicapped, the common 
evils of mining landlordism on an extensive scale 
result. Large towns are without adequate water 
supply, sewers, paving, proper street lighting. 

The housing facilities are said to be wretched 
and the sanitary conditions intolerable. A social 
survey which will determine the facts should be 
made. 

Between the towns of the Meseba range in Min- 
nesota, which run to absurd municipal extrava- 
gancies on revenues obtained from the taxation of 
mining properties, and the backward status of 
such towns as Flat River, Doe Run and Bonne 
Terre, a happy medium may be found. With Mis- 
sour! children robbed of their right in being 
brought up in such surroundings, of what quality 
will be the next gencration in this district?

SHORT-SIGHTED ARCHITECTS. 

The reference of the architects, in their criticism 
of the parkway, to the bridge arbitrary as some- 
thing that could only be abolished by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission was unfortunate. As 
a matter of fact, the railroads in the Terminal 
system abolished the “arbitrary” outside of the 
100-mile zone and could have abolished the re- 
mainder if they had desired to do it. 

We refer to this exhibition of ignorance as to 
the value of the free bridge merely to emphasize 
the point that the architects are going far te- 
yond their own sphere as experts in presuming to 
determine what St. Louis needs in the way of 
traffic thoroughfares, park spaces, playgrounds 
and other municipal improvement plans outside of 
public buildings. » 

We agree with the architects that it would be 
good to formulate, with the ald of experts, com- 
plete plans for traffic thoroughfares and parkways. 
Much planning of this kind has been done, and 
every downtown plan that has been outlined in- 
cluded at least a part of the proposed parkway, 
that part of it extending from Twelfth street to 
Union Station. In one carefully devised plan the 
public library was provided for by a supplementary 
parkway linking the city hall with it. This plan 
of joining the library and city hall in a civic center 
can be carried out whenever it is wanted. The 
central parkway will help, not hinder it. 

The central parkway will not interfere with any 
comprehensive traffic scheme which may here- 
after be planned. Washington avenue and Olive 
street can be widened, the Locust-Washington cut 
'|made and southwest and northwest avenues 
‘|opened. When the architects assumed that fhere 
would be a congestion of traffic at Grand avenue 
they admitted that the parkway is needed and will 
be used for traffic and only proved that further 
improvements would be required in order to meet 
all of our needs.

Do the architects think, with the opposition*now 
fighting the spending of money on the parkway, 
a much larger and more costly plan could be put 
through?

They, above all, should sup- 
port that progressive spirit, the success of which 
will achieve all things. 
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TAFT AND THE CLAYTON LAW. 

Mr. Taft does not object to the Clayton bil 
as much as he does to the way it was passed. In- 
deed, he seems to think that the new law does 
not amount to much, for he told the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers that, in spite of the 
Clayton provisions, labor is still a commodity. 
The expressions of hostility to capital with which 
the bill was passed were, in Mr. Taft’s judg- 
ment, calculated to frighten capital. 
At least the Clayton bill was not passed in 
any such way as bills in which the N. A. M. was 
interested used to be passed, with Mulhall aid. 

SOOUT SHIPS AND BATTLE CRUISERS. 
Long before the Atlantic fleet had its war 
game it was plain that the want of fast scout 
cruisers and battle cruisers was a serious weak- 
nesa in the United States navy. That is the les- 
son to be learned from the mang@ivers just con- 
cluded by Admiral Fletcher and Admiral Beatty's 
fleets, in which victory was awarded to the 
“enemy.” Still more clearly were the advantages 
of great speed and high power combined made 
evident by the Germans and the British in the 
sea battles fought off Coronet, off the Falkland 
Islands and on the Dogger Bank. 
Admiral Fietcher’s task, with the blue fleet, 
under the technical conditions laid down, was 
to defend the coast against a superior force 
secking to establish a base from which to invade 
the country. The early loss of his scouts at the 
hands of the red fleet's battle cruisers made it im- 
possible for him to keep in touch with the enemy’s 
movements, and Admiral Beatty slipped away to 
the south, where he had a clear way.

(Me.) Iron Works today announced 
plans were now complete for one of 
the largest ship building. plants in 
the United States, to be constructed 
at Mobile, Ala. 

The idea of the new plan, accord- 
ing to Hyde, will be to watch and 
care for the development of South 
American trade and that passing 
through the Panama Canal. 

The yard capacity of the plant wil! 
be for vessels up to 600 feet. It will 
have a dry dock with a capacity of 
800 feet and a marine railroad with 
a Capacity of 500 feet. 

The new organization will involve 
an initial employment of 4500 to 5000 
men, 50 per cent of whom will be 
skilled workmen. The capitalization 
will probably be $4,000,000. Hyde 
will be general manager. 

Hyde, who is mainly responsible 
for organizing the new concern, is a 
Sraduate of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, was president 
of the Bath Iron Works when it sold 
out to the United States Shipbuilding 
Co., has served three times as Mayor 
of Bath, has been president of the 
Path First National Bank and has 
filled minor offices.

NOT 10 CONDUCT 
SUMMER SUHUULS 


Decision Probably Will Be Made 
This Afternoon—Shortage 
of Funds. 


With an estimated increase of only 
$41,000. on the public school revenue 
for next year, the Finance Committee 
of the Board of Education probably 
will decide this afternoon to discon- 
tinue the summer school, which last 
year was conducted six days a week 
for seven weeks, at a cost of $75,000, 
and attended by 14,000 pupils. ¥ 

Charles P. Mason, secretary and 
treasurer of the Board of Education, 
said today that according to his esti- 
mates the income of the board for the 
year ending July 1, 1916, would be 
$4,692,480. Last year the board had 
an income of $4,651,640. 

Superintendent Blewett said that the 
daily attendance increase cver last year 
would be approximately 00, and that 
this would necessitate an ircrease in the 
expenditures of the Instruction depart- 
ment. In order to keep the schools up 
to their high standard of efficiency 
during the regular term, Superintendent 
Rlewett said some retrenchment would 
be necessary, as the increase in the in- 
come would not meet the cxpense of the 
ncermal increase in the attendance. He 
said it was not his intentiam to inter- 
fere with the night schools, which have 
been largely attended, erd have af- 
forded many people an opportunity to 
c.mplete iheir education. The night 
schools are open to peopie of all ages, 
ard many versons of alien birth attend 
them to learn the language of the coun- 
try. 

Supt. Blewett, in his annual 
report this year, will show how 
the cost of maintaining the public 
schools has grown in St. Louis during 
the past 10 years. He said today 
that at least 100 new additional school 
rooms were urgently needed to ac- 
commodate the pupils and that these 
schools would cost approximately 
$1,000,C00. The board will not have 
any money for building any new 
schools within the next year. The 
normal increase in the enrollment de- 
mandeq about 40 new school rooms 
every year, Supt. Blewett said. 

The report shows that there has 
been an increase in the per pupil 
cost of the schools in 10 years as fol- 
lows: Grades $3.78, high schools 
$5.12, Harris teachers’ college $11.79, 
evening schools $4.16, Gallaundet 
$50.55, and Industrial School $47.10. 
The attendance at the schools during 
the 10 years increased 14,030 in the 
day schools and 3740 in the night 
schools To provide instruction for 
the increase in the day schools re- 
quired 875 additional teachers. 

Sup:. Blewett estimates that the 
cost of instruction for the 14,000 ad- 
ditionai pupils has increased the cost 
of maintaining the schools about 
$590,000. The evening schools for 
1914-15 cost $131,000. 

The increase in teachers’ salaries dur- 
ing the past 10 years amounts to ap- 
proximately $600,000 a year, as shown by 
the sperintendent’s report. During the 
10-year period 26 new elomentary schools 
have Deen erected at a cost of $4.256,000; 
two new high schools at a cost of $1,300,- 
0 and another has been paid for, but 
r.0t completed, at a cost of $660,000. 
School sites have cost $1,200,000, as 
shown by the report. An additional 
new high school is needed in the north- 
western part of the oity, tne report 
states. This wouid cost: approximately 
$1,000,000. — 

Improvements Needed. 

Superintendent Blewett says, in the 
report, that among the needed improve- 
ments are: extension of handwork in 
the fourth, fifth and sixth grades; ex- 
tension of physical training in out-of- 
program hours; increase in the number 
and scope of evening schools; increase 
in the scope of summer schools; en- 
larged scope of high school opportunl- 
ties, variation In curriculum for normal 
but retarded children; part time and 
continuation classes; survey of indus- 
trial conditions and vocational guid- 
ance; expansion of the department of 
hygiene to cover all schools; expan- 
sion of the attendance department to 
discharge fully the duties of the board 
imposed by statute, and increase in 
compensation of teachers to meet in- 
creasing demands in their work. 

He says that all of this program of de- 
velopment ought to be accomplished 
within the next five years. Last year 
five additional physicians and 14 addi- 
tional nurses were employed in the 
rygiene department, which still ought 
te be increased in its scope of useful- 
ness, he said. 

Supt. Blewett compared the cost of the 
St Louts public schools with the cost of 
schools in other American Cities. The per 
capita cost of the schools in St. Louis 
is shown to be $5.8, while it runs up as 
high as $10.24 in Minneapulis, and as lew 
as $4.53 in Baltimore.

COPPER STOCKS 
FEATURE. TRADE 
IN WALL STREET 


Prices Are Firm on Increased 
Dividends—Rail Issues Are 
Irregular. 


By Lesesed Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 28.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review, 
today says 

“That the movement of prices on the 
Stock Exchange today should have come 
practically to a halt, was perfectly nat- 
ural. The double holiday, for one thing 
is impending, and Wall street always 
dislikes to commit itself, when its hands 
may be tied from getting out of com- 
mitments, during so long a ‘period in 
which important news may come to 
hand. 

“But more than this, the European 
cables have insisted, rightly or wrongly, 
that Germany will deliv er her answer to 
President Wilson’s note tomorrow. These 
same cables have laid stress on the 
surely conciliatory tone of the reply, but 
they have also intimated that the dis- 
cussion of the facts will be reopened 
and the financial markets did not like 
the suggestion. 

“They are aware that the American 
public has been very patient and very 
self-controiled since the passengers on 
the Lusitania were drowned. But Wall 
street itself entertains considerable 
doubt as to how that public would re- 
ceive a proposal for a diplomatic fenc- 
ing match, leading up to philosophic dis- 
cussion of the ethics of destroying non- 
combatant and neutral a at 
sea, without warning, thout help in 
théir struggles in the water, and with- 
out a shadow of warrant in the laws of 


war. 
Trade ean Favorable. 

“It. may have been a not wholly 
agreeable consideration which gave 
to the Stock Exchange today its at- 
mosphere of uncertainty. It was evi- 
dently the wish to wait and see what 
Berlin would actually say for itself 
which made today’s market the dull- 
est since the middle of March, before 
the extraordinary “boom” was start- 
ed by the outside public. 

“As against the possible depressing 
tendency of the predictions regard 
ing Germany's reply, there stood for 
the day som erather noteworthy de- 
Clarations as to the future of this 
country’s own prosperity. 

“Judge Gary of the Steel Corpora- 
tion, after his habitual qualifying 
statements regarding the adverse in- 
fluence of home politic son business, 
asserted that the industrial outlook 
is better than in more than a year.
